(Continued from Page One) 
will not be given to teachers who 
do not meet study increment re= 
quirements that are part of salary 
policy. 

One lengthy section commits 
AEA members to a stiff policy 
on resignations, It will eliminate 
the problem of resignations during 
the school year or at the last 
minute before a term opens except 
for illness, pregnancy or other 
justifiable cause, If resignations 
are submitted in violation of the 
contract, the School Committee is 
to request the AEA totake ‘‘appro= 
pirate action’’ against the member 
in accordance with their constitu= 
tion, 

Other Key Items 

These are among other key 
items: 

@ The services of the AEA as 
bargaining agent will be available 
to all professional employees of 
the school department, but no 
teacher or administrator shall be 
required to join the organization 
or pay dues, 

® In order tobe sure that pupils 
are taught by teachers working 
within their areas of competence, 
they will not be assigned (except 
in accord with regulations of the 
State Board) to subjects and/or 
grades or other classes outside 
the scope of their teaching cer= 
tificates and/or their major or 
minor fields of study... 

@ Each professional staff 
member shall be entitled to sick 
leave with full pay up to 15 working 
days in each school year, 110 days 
accumulation,

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Tree Buying 
Made Easy 


Balsam, Douglas fir, Scotch pine 
and white spruce are the most 
popular Christmas trees in the 
East, In the mid South it’s the 
long-needled pine, Favorites in 
the West are firs and cypresses, 
Popularity varies from region to 
region, 

When choosing a Christmas tree, 
says R, A, Bartlett president of 
the Bartlett Tree Experts, select 
it for beauty, fragrance and lasting 
needles, Balsam and Douglas fir 
have those qualities, Their dark 
green, soft-at-tip needles will re- 
main as long as twoor three weeks 
indoors, 

A Norway spruce makes anideal 
outdoor Christmas tree, Indoors 
it has a tendency to shed rather 
quickly its dark green, glossy, 
4-angled and sharply pointed 
needles, A white spruce on the 
other hand is better for indoor use 
if it is not cut too early in the 
season, Its bluish-green needles 
distinguish it from a Norway 
spruce, Red pine is gaining in 
popularity but its needles are too 
soft to hold ornaments well but 
make good greens for decorations, 

Rub a finger across the butt of 
the tree before buying it, If it’s 
sticky with sap, it’s still quite 
fresh, A stump 6 or 7 inches long 
will allow stability when the tree 
is set up and give ‘‘drinking’* area 
to soak up water, 

When the tree is brought home, 
cut a diagonal one-inch slice from 
the stump, and peel back the bark 
another inch, Now place the tree 
in a pail of cold water to which 
you may add a cup of sugar or 
syrup, Keep the tree outside on 
the porch or in the garage until 
Christmas eve, adding water to 
the pail or sprinkling the branches 
each day, 

When you set up the tree, make 
sure the stump will continue to 
take up plenty of moisture, Anchor 
the tree in a stand or a container 
filled with sand to which water can 
be added daily.

A Justifiable Expense 


The Selectmen have in their hands a preliminary bud- 
get for 1967 which indicates that the municipal cost of 
living in Andover could advance as much as $1 million in 
the coming year. The manager will have to work with a 
sharp pencil to keep it within these bounds. 

You don’t open a new fire station, put a new senior 
high school into service, spread into a second junior high 
school, begin construction of an elementary school and 
police a community that is feeling the first effects of the 
steady spread in suburban crime without adding personnel, 
the most costly item in any budget. 

There is no end in sight for Andover. Because of her 
growth and because of the quality of services demanded 
by her residents, the town has long years of capital ex- 
penditures ahead. The pace will be doubly deadly, for 
Andover is confronted with more than just keeping abreast 
of current needs. She must also pay the price for years of 
procrastination. 

Add to this the economic strain of supporting mounting 
operational costs. 

Andover’s public schools, as good as they are, fall 
short of the level of excellence most citizens would see 
them attain. Pushing toward these standards will cost 
money. 

Providing expanded and first rate public safety services 
is going to cost the town money. 

Catching up with the need for larger and more efficient- 
ly planned municipal facilities will cost an additional 
bundle. 

And let’s not forget the financial responsibility An- 
dover must assume for contributing to de-pollution of the 
Merrimack... . 

Thoughts of the years ahead should sober even the 
most jubilant New Year’s celebrant. 

* OK OK OK 

This recital of things to come is not intended as a 
prelude to a plea for economy. Whatever fat is trimmed 
from budgets along the way will help the cause, but 
Andover cannot solve the problems it faces with penny 
pinching. 

What we propose as a solution is instead, the immediate 
expenditure of additional public funds. 


In talking budget with the Selectmen two weeks ago, 
the manager commented: ‘‘We are going to have to face up 
to economics in Andover. It may be too late. We have got 
to make it so that people can afford to live in Andover.” 

What he undoubtedly meant was ‘‘all kinds of people.”’ 
There are plenty of taxpayers in this town who can afford 
anything that lies ahead for a community that will ul- 
timately shelter 30,000 to 50,000 residents. But there are 
people here, some with deep roots, who cannot manage 
comfortably if property taxes are going to continue to 
climb. And many of their children, native sons, are al- 
ready discovering that they cannot afford to spend the 
‘young and struggling years’’ in their hometown. 

Andover can price a lot of people out of town and drift 
toward an ever more homogeneous population, or she can 
get serious about industrial development and grasp the 
opportunity to build a balanced economy and a balanced 
population. 

When the subject of sewers was being explored during 
the recent school site discussion, there was mention of 
priorities and some officials expressed the view that 
plans for extension of facilities in West Andover should 
top the list. Why? Because the availability of sewer lines 
there would, in addition to benefiting residents, make the 
land in the town’s prime industrial zones at long last 
appealing to potential customers. 

Now there is some talk of a move in this direction, but 
it should be more than just talk. It should be positive 
planning for a Town Meeting proposal, to be presented in 
March, 1967. Coupled with it should be financial rein- 
forcement for the activities of the Industrial Development 
Commission. 

There are industries that can locate in Andover and 
share its tax burden without blighting an essentially 


residential community. We should be doing more to see 
some of that which is spilling off 93 settles within our 
borders, instead just within comfortable driving distance 


of Andover’s lush residential developments. 


The American Medical Assn. suggests if anyone tries 
to sell you a ‘‘cold-cure’’, save your money. ‘‘Many of the 
classic disease of history have succumbed in the 20th 
century to new.medical skills and modern drugs.

Tough Vehicle Law Proposed 


Motor Vehicles Registrar, 
Richard E, McLaughlin, has filed 
a near-record number of more 
than 50 petitions for action by the 
1967 session of the General Court, 

McLaughlin’s proposals range 
over the entire scope of Massachu- 
setts motor vehicle law and bigh- 
way safety, Several of the Re- 
gistrar’s most important biils had 
been under consideration. by the 
1966 Legislature and kad nearly 
gained approval when the Legisla- 
ture suddenly prorogued on Labor 


Day. 

The 1967 legislative program 
for the Registry proposes new laws 
as follows: 

That the ‘‘Implied Consent”’ sta= 
tute be enacted, requiring those 
arrested for drunken driving to 
undergo the official breath test, 
or, if they refuse, to lose their 
licenses for six months; 

That convicted drunken drivers 
lose their automobile registrations 
as well as the licenses; 

That the fines for drunken 
driving be increased from thepre= 
sent range of $35 up to $1,000 toa 
new minimum of $200 and a 
maximum of $2,000; 

That Massachusetts motorists 
convicted of drunken driving out= 
side the Commonwealth be subject 
to the same penalties as are in 
effect for this offense within Mas= 
sachusetts;

their licenses shall have their cars 
seized and held in police custody

Laughing Brook, which threads 
its course through Peter Rabbit 
land, will be preserved. 

The Massachusetts Audubon So= 
ciety, in cooperation with the 
Hampden Lions Club, has pur- 
chased the brook and the Colonial 
home beside it in which the late 
Thornton W. Burgess’ wrote 
thousands of nature stories. 

The Burgess property in Hamp~ 
den is surrounded by the Purple 
Hills, the Green Forest and the 
Green Meadows, all of which are 
scenic landmarks that most young 


readers supposed wereimaginary, 
despite the literalness in which 
their minds grasped the Burgess 
tales, The land around Burgess’ 
home was - and still is - populated 
by Peter Rabbit, Jimmy Skunk, 
Reddy Fox, Bobby Coon, and all 
the many characters that endeared 
Mr. Burgess to generations of 
American children,
